MALAWI SUPPORT GROUP OFFICIAL COMMENTS ON EXILES

(Text] Opposition to the Government of Dr Hastings Randa by Malawians in exile 
was somewhat widespread, but there was no truth to reports that guerilla armies 
were being trained or that Salisbury had become the headquarters of the resist- 
ance, Mr David Ward of the British-based Malawi Support Group said last week, 


Mr Ward, in Salisbury to observe the Zimcord conference on behalf of another 
British group, the World Development Movement, said he was familiar with the 
activities of President Banda's opposition because he was frequently contacted 
by Malawian exiles in London. 


The chief opposition group, the Malawi Socialist League probably had more than 
15 000 supporters among Malawians living in Zimbabwe but its secretariat was 
based in Dar es Salaam, 


"There are league supporters in Zambia and Mozambique as well, but the stories 
about training camps for armed guerillas bent on violently overthrowing Banda are 
ridiculous," Mr Ward said, 


"For one thing, it's against what you might call OAU etiquette to aid the over- 
throw of another African Government, even one so oppressive as that of Hastings 
Binda, For that reason Zimbabwe, Zambia, Tanzania and Mosambique would not allow 
such camps. 


"But just as important is Banda's age. Hopefully one day soon the way will be 
open for a peaceful transition to a more responsible government," he said. 


"LESOMO has no military capability now and everyone knows it." 


Most of LESOMO's activity was directed toward unifying the various factions among 
the exiles. Disunity, along with Banda's sophisticated system of secret police 
prevented serious threats to Banda's administration. 


Shortly after he took power in 1964 a Cabinet crisis had taken place and many of 
the country's respected politicians had gone into voluntary exile because of the 
President's policies, 

















Since then many more had followed, There were now at least 25 000 Malawians in 
exile, 


"There is no way to tell how many Malawians now living outside their country are 
doing so because they object to or fear Banda, There are more than 250 000 
Malawians living in Zimbabwe alone," Mr Ward said, 


"Malawi is the forgotten dictatorship insofar as the Western nations are concerned, 
They look at it and see only its relative prosperity--prosperity fuelled by 
extensive South African aid--and think that all goes well," 


Britain had recently given a $77-million three-year development grant to Malawi, 
and the United States was allegedly planning a programme to train Malawian army 
officers, he said,

Development Coordination Conference in Salisbury, he said he hoped the nine member

"Zimbabwe is at the heart of our communication's network, which was built by the 
colonial powers and cannot cope with the anticipated volume of inter-regional 
trade, Built mainly to convey commodities to the factories and ports of South

Mr Mogwe said the conference was the beginning, not the end, of deeper world 
involvement in the sub-continent, 


"The gmovement towards total liberation in Southern Africa is inexorable. The 
only question is the manner in which it will be achieved and the company we will 
have on the road.” 


He said members of the SADCC had a “solid base of co-operation and were "Brothers 
‘n the struggle for political independence" and the “continuous struggle for 
economic liberation.” 


The nine members of the SADCC are Zimbabwe, Zambia, Mozambique, Angola, Tanzania,

(text) Bumi Hille--Zimbabwe my soon have to insist that South African visitors 
to this country apply for visas before being allowed in, the Minister of Inform- 
tion and Tourtem, Dr Nathan Shamuyarira, said here yesterday. 


Speaking at the reopening of the hotel as a luxury safari lodge, the Minister 
eaid South Africa had recently indicated that visas would be required by all 
Zimbaweans who planned to visit South Africa, 


He said the decision by South Africa to end the preferential trade agreement 
between the two countries would have an adverse effect on touriem in Zimbabwe, 
which in the past had relied on almost 50 percent of ite trade in visitors from 
South Africa. 


"With the ending of the trade agreement by South Africa, there is every indication 
that South Africa will now insist on all Zimbabwean visitors to that country 
having visas. 


"They already insist on visas for blacks, Coloureds and Arians and if the require- 
ment is extended I can see that we will have to insist on the same visa require- 
ments,” the Minister said, 


Dr Shamuyarira said his Ministry was making every effort possible to find alterna- 
tive touriem markets, He said offices were being opened in New York, Washington, 
Brussels, Addis Ababa and Frankfurt. 


His Ministry would hold a seminar in Mey at which the Government and the private 
sector would discuss the hotel industry and tourisa. 


The Minister pledged Government support for efforts by the hotel industry and 
private enterprise to develop tourism, 


He said the Government would play 4 greater role in a partnership that would see 
the formation of a tourist corporation when a national development plan was 
announced in June or July this year.

[Text] An analysis of recurrent costs in the Sahelian development programmes 
has proved to be one of the most important contributions to the Kuwait Conference 
of the Club du Sahel and CILSS, In his second article Alex Kondos discusses 

this report, 


A SPECIAL FUND should be set up to 
cover the costs of mayor reforms which are 
essential to the long-term health of Sahelian 
economies this recommendation came in a 
report on recurrent costs in the Sahel which 
was commissioned by the Club of She! and 
CILSS to be presented at the Club's Kuwait 
conference last November 

The need for yet another fund. which 
would appear to be dangerously close to 
becoming another link in the chain of 
Sahelian indebtedness. became necessary. 
in the view of the experts who drew up the 
report, because ‘only fundamental reforms 
destined to develop the activities of the 
non-state sector by a greater decentralisa- 
tion, not only of the directly productive 
actons but also through commercial 
interference, particularly in the rural sector 
will permit... the real tax base to grow and 
the global financing deficit to diminish.” 

It was through a two-pronged analysis by 
Professor André Martens. of the University 
of Montreal and his colleagues. which 
included specialists from the Harvard 
institute for International Development. 
They studied the micro-ecoaomic costs of a 
selected group of projects in the major 
economic sectors of the Sahel. and the 
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macro-economic consequences on national 
budget finance of such costs and arrived at 
the conclusion that state control of the 
economy has become unproductive and 
that it should be handed over to private 
interests 

The recipe is not one that will be 
welcomed by all. Indeed, Mauritan‘a and 
Niger expressed reservations. What is of 
interest though is that eventually all the 
governments. in spite of misgivings. 
accepted the entire report. 


Providing for Project 
Maintenance 


The problem of recurrent costs in the 
Sahel is not new. but it is only recently that 
the development of the Sahel has come to 
be assessed under this particular light. The 
issue is set out clearly in a quotation 
included in the report by another American 
economist, Peter Heller: “ Throughout the 
developing world the productivity of public 
investments and programmes that are 
already in place has been seriously 
jeopardised by the failure of governments 
to provide adequately for their operation 








and maintenance over time. Rare is the 
country that has not witnessed this 
phenomenon... . The resulting loss in 
productivity and deterioration of capital 
stock not only affect existing projects and 
programmes but cast a disturbing shadow 
on the economic viability tuture 
ammes.” 

At stake is a set of 612 projects 
comprising the CILSS and Club of Sahel 
firsi generation programme which were to 
be financed by 1982 at a cost of $3bn. on 
1977 prices. The overwhelming conclusion 
of working groups is that the large majority 
of these projects work well within their 
operational capacity and as a result increase 
proportionately the recurrent costs of the 
projects. Four main causes are given for this 
failure. 

First, there were technical errors in the 
conception or execution of projects which 
resulted in operational deficits. Too many 
schemes in the agricultural sector have had 
too short a planning period and have 
therefore not matched expectations. 
Projects tend to be given five years to prove 
themselves but most experts would now 
agree that the trial should be in 
excess of ten years. must also be a 
concomitant flexibility should the project 
appear to be a failure. The working 
felt that another cause was the of 
‘national policies which slow down the 
establishment of mechanisms allowing 
recurrent receipts to ” This 


Thev note that such policies contain an 
clement of iniquity in that they tend to 
favour those who could afford the service 
anyway. Thirdly; too many projects which 
have ceased to be a government priority are 
retained nonetheless and become a further 
burden. Fourthly, there is the relative 
absence of skilled and se.ni-skilled 
manpower. One might add in this context 
that the inappropriate technology and plans 
foisted upon farmers has often resulted in 
their complete aversion to a project and the 
abendonmeat of plots. ; : 

Both dorors and recipients are criticised 
for their taste for projects that are too large; 
the failure to take into account the affects of 
a new project on the rise in costs of local 
resources. TOO many projects are not 
followed up and denors are singled out in 
the health sector for providing “de luxe” 
medical services which the recipient state 
cannot guarantee once the donor financing 
is over 








But the micro-economic analysis offers 
only a partial view of the problem of 
recurrent costs. The problem was well 
illustrated by Professor Martens: “If a road 
is Not properly maintained, there is always a 
probability that the poor maintenance will 
result in an explicit or implicit choice by the 
state to affect funds initially meant for the 
maintenance of another end or service 
considered more useful for the collectivity, 
for example, teachers’ salaries or the 
payment of vaccines. In other words, the 
concept of universality of receipts plays a 
new role on the state budget because the 
state is not constrained to any sector in the 
allocation of its revenue, especially when it 
comes to dealing with recurrent costs.” 

It was with this in mind that the working 
group undertook to examine the global 
deficit of Sahelian states. They concluded 
that by 1982, seven of the Sahelian states 
would have a cumulative deficit of $180m., 
at 1979 prices. For four of the states in the 
Sahel this deficit represents a proportion 20 
per cent higher than their current projected 
receipts. 


How To Increase Receipts? 


How then is one to increase receipts? 
Sahelian states already have an “ arsenal of 
taxes’. and tax rates comparable to some 
European states. A more efficient system of 
tax collection is needed, however. 
Inflationary economic expansion is not 
possible because of the strict monetary 
regulations of the West and Central African 
Monetary Unions which issue the CFA 
franc (all CILSS members except’ The 
Gambia belong to the franc zone). Foreign 
assistance cannot be relied upon, in the view 
of Professor Martens, because with rising 
oil prices, the Sahel is going to be in 
increasing competition with other non-oil 
producing developing states for foreign aid. 

It is in the discussion of the problem of 
expenditure that the report acquires a more 
vigorous tone. “The massive intervention, 
in general. of Sahelian states in economic 
activity, through state companies which 
have revealed themselves to be inefficient. 
is the first source of swollen public 
expenditure; the state budget has. in fact. to 
undertake the responsibility for the 

operational — of these state 
companies.” ter, in his presentation. 
Professor Martens referred to the principle 
of the “state-employer’ which has 

economic activity, and how the 























public sector has appropriated all the most 
needed factors of production Hence, they 
have made the reform of the state sector in 
the Sahelian economies their priority 
recommendation. And it is ‘o permit such 
reforms that the creation of a special func 
has been recommended. 

This amounts to a plea for the private 
sector in the Sahel. Or to cite the first 
recommendation of the Working Group 
The long run solution to the recurrent cost 
problem must come via expansion of the 
Sahelian countries real tax base, 
concomitant with economic growth” 
Everyone at the conference appeared to be 
in agreement with the diagnosis presented 
by the Working Group. The solutions put 
forward will provide nourishment for 
considerable debate The reduction of the 
State sector in Sahelian economies is only 
the first step in a series of possible changes 
which would profoundly alter the political 
structure of the Sahelian states. In a 
forthcoming article there will be a 
discussion of the fact that the state sector is 
already on the retreat, and the implications 
for the states concerned.

VISAS FOR SOUTH AFRICA--Pretoria~--The South African Minister of Internal Affairs, 
Mr Chris Heunis, announced yesterday that as from June 1 holders of Zimbabwean 
passports would require visas to enter South Africa, The Government of Zimbabwe 
had been informed of the decision, he said, in a statement in Pretoria, "Citizens 
of Zimbabwe residing in the Republic who are returning from visits outside the 
Republic, must ensure that their passporte contain a valid re-entry visa," Mr 
Heunis said that Zimbabweans on visits to South Africa would have to satisfy South 
African passport control officers that they had sufficient funds to support them- 
selves during their proposed stay, reports Ziana. The visa requirements would 
apply to holders of passports issued by the present as well as previous Zimbabwean 
governments. "Visitors from Zimbabwe seeking admission to South Africa for 
purposes of holiday, business or temporary employment will, if admitted, as in 
the past be provided on arrival with temporary residence permits specifying the 
conditions of their temporary residence and the period they may sojourn in the 
country.” Mr Heunis said visas would be issued free of charge. The Zimbabwean 
Minister of Information and Tourism, Dr Nathan Shamuyarira, said on Sunday that 

if South Africa required visas, the Zimbabwean Government would reciprocate. He 
said visas would "significantly" reduce South African tourist traffic which 
accounted for about half of the Zimbabwean tourist industry. [Text] (Salisbury

PRIORITY FOR FREIGHT TRAINS--Bulawayo--Passenger services with Zambia and Mozam- 
bique will not be reintroduced until the Government instructs the National 
Railways of Zimbabwe to do so, a railways spokesman said yesterday. "All our 
resources are required for freight traffic," he said. He would not say when 
passenger trains might run to Zambia or Mozambique. There was no intention yet 
to open an NZ& office in Beira. “Our recently appointed representative in 
Maputo, Mr Coelho, will make periodic visits to Beira and report to Railways 
head office in Bulawayo," he said, Traffic on the Beira route averaged only 200 
net tonnes a day. This would increase as more railway facilities were provided, 
Deficiencies on the Mozambique rail network were being rectified “inasmuch as 
additional equipment is being obtained both for the ports and to enable movement 
capacity on the railways to increase," he said. “The Mozambique railways 
obviously suffer from a shortage of experienced men, particularly in the super-

IMPORTANCE, NEED FOR MISSION HOSPITALS CANNOT BE DISCOUNTED

{Excerpts} Calunquembe. A hospital, a religious mission, a municipality, patients, 


physicians, nurses, fathers; whether a problem exists or not depends on various 
points of view and bases of analysis. 


[Question] The situation in Calunquembe has already been discussed at various 
levels. What does the Ministry of Health think about it? 


[Answer] The situation in Calunquembe has been the subject of many discussions, 
and there seems to be some slight confusion: there is a mixture of two factors, 
the church and hospitals, and the information we have received is not very pleasant. 
That is why I have visited this place, where I met about 600 patients from all over 
the country. There is confusion because it is purported that this is a center for 
agitation. If that is the case, we believe that agitators should be neutralized. 
Besides that, we aleo have there a party structure: some nurses and members of the 
Youth Group. What needs to be done is to reinforce our vigilance and let things 
be. The Ministry of Health has a plan for the nationalization of the Calunquembe 
Hospital, but it acknowledges, at the same time, that it is unable to carry it 

out, mainly due to the lack of human and technical resources in all fields. 





If we nationalize this hospital, where more than 300 people are now working, where 
these are not paid by us, where we do not pay for medicines, it would be a mistake. 
We must proceed cautiously. 


Another problem is the fact that medical visits in Calunquembe are on a pay basis, 
while they are free in the rest of the country. However, we must not forget that 
as long as we do not pay the salaries of the personnel or bear the expenses of the 
medicines prescribed, we cannot demand that visits be free, since this is the 
institution's sole source of income. 


As for the church issue, it is not up to the Ministry of Health to resolve it; 
there are other competent structures ‘or the purpose. 


However, we know very well that our constitution establishes the separation of church 


and state and guarentees religious freedom. This, of course, does not mean that 
the church should not respect the laws of the People's Republic of Angola. We 
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were told about agitators, but, after all, what has really happened? They have told 
us that in their sermons, preachers attack the party and the government. In ite 
turn, the government answers such charges at rallies. I do not believe that this 

ie the best way to proceed. We believe that we should set up a structure able to 
neutralize the propaganda that may be coming out of there, 


Finally, following the dialogue we have held in Calunquembe, we have reached an 
agreement and they will present a report. 


| shall not close the hospital at this time, because this is not part of our 
policy. Moreover, I cannot forget that all sorts of »vatients are accepted at 
Calunquembe, including officials of the party and government, as well as people 
from all over the country. 


[Question] Are there important differences or is it just a matter of poor inter- 
pretation? 


[Answer] I believe that there are very few differences, or almost none. What does 
exist, is a poor interpretation of orders emanating from the higher ranks. At 

my meeting with the provincial officials of the party and the government, we reached 
the conclusion that we need to conduct an important operation of enlightenment and 
propaganda, and even of mobilization in order to neutralize any kind of campaign. 


On the other hand, | was able to find out that the missionaries and the Calunquembe 
medical personnel themselves are open to suggestions and ready to cooperate, 

There is just poor understanding between some religious elements and a number of 
local party and government officials. 


[Question] One can find throughout the country examples of medical care institu- 
tions belonging to religious missions that are closed. What is being planned in 
this respect? 





[Answer] Yes, the Ministry of Health plan is to use these institutions and, as 

far as possible, their personnel as well. The important thing is to set up, within 
those hospitals belonging to religious missions, structures to see that directives 
from the Ministry are implemented. In such places where hospitals such as the 
Calunquembe one are closed, I am thinking of getting in touch with the missions 

in order to re-open them, while at the same time posting locally some of our own 
personnel. 


[Question] Confusion always generates unforeseen consequences... 
[Answer|] Yes, you are right. For instance, if I would close the Calunquembe 
hospital at this time, when the Ministry of Health cannot guarantee its operation, 


consequences could be disastrous. Likewise, I cannot close the Chiulo mission 
hospital when I know that over 90 percent of its personnel is made up of missionaries.

[Article by Guenter Krabbe: "The West African Country of Benin Lives on Marx and 
Market Women" ] 


[Text] Cotonou, March [1981]. He gave it a go and saw that it went well. No 

one would have thought it possible. Everyone expected the country to succumb. 

First lieutenant Mathieu Kerekou, president of the People's Republic of Benin, 
refused to keep having to pay for the prodigal additions to the budget from its 
former colonial power, France. If a developing country is willing to help itself, 
it can do so, even with little development assistance oftentimes, as Benin exemp1li- 
fies. Whatever the country cannot afford, or more precisely, whatever the taxpayers 
cannot finance, the government cannot pay for either. Kerekou had already announced 
his refusal to France back in 1975 using the preceding sentence as his slogan. 


211 price hikes and worsened terms of trade notwithstanding, the intervening 

6 years have demonstrated that the country can get by on less. At issue were 
additions to the ordinary budget that had ballooned unlike that of any other 
similar African country. Two thirds of all current expenditures were paid out as 
salaries. While nothing has changed in this equation, still, with the French 
supplements gone, the basic total is smaller. Kerekou's refusal in no way 
signifies that he doesn't want any more development aid for investment in his 
country. He still wants and accepts it. But refusing budget assistance keeps 
French inspectors out of the budget and gives Benin greater independence, although 
up till then it had been a French client state. 


To be sure, ever Benin cannot live by independence alone. Kerekou's next venture 
was with Marxism-Leninism. A number of foreign businesses were nationalized. 
Political ties with communist countries were cultivated. But he soon noticed that 
improved political ties were not synonymous with better business from trade with 
the East. For example, North Korea's most important contribution to Benin's 
economic development was the erection of an impressive memorial to victory over 
imperialism and foreign mercenaries. Inside it was open to visitors and cars could 
drive beneath it. Kerekou also observed that while state firms did create addi- 
tional jobs that could even be increased at will, they did not pay their own way. 
Still, Kerekou hasn't taken any significant action to steer a different course. 

In fact, whenever possible he continues, louder than ever, to preach Marxism 
Leninism. It sounds progressive, is modern and causes no suspicion that he may 
have erred. And in Benin the private sector is thriving as never before. Not 
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only the big companies that are playing the game. A sign over the cashier's at 
the Daimler-Benz agency reads: "Spare parts - cash only." It isn't signed by the 
manager. Instead it carries the slogans: “Ready for the Revolution!" and "The 
struggle continues!" 


Of greater importance are the ten thousand private merchants, men and women. It 
is they who make the money, it is they who promote sales, it is they who are 
keeping the trade and payment balances halfway in shape. It is they who create 
the trade jobs. They are the backbone of the economy, at least the part of it 

not reflected in subsistence farming. Benin's life-force derives from the merchants 
and the market women, even though their sales are not tallied up, and in fact are 
beyond reckoning. The statistics show that. Benin's foreign trade officially 

has always been, and continues to be, in the red. In 1974 export earnings of 

22.4 billion DFA francs still covered 62.7 percent of imports. In 1976 only 

53.4 percent of imports were covered. And in 1978 only 41.3 percent, despite 

26 billion CFA francs worth of exports (nearly 240 million DM). More recent 
figures are not available. But even those earlier figures are worthless. True, 
they do give a rather complete picture of Bein's imports. But they include only 
official exports via custom inspection posts. That takes in such things as palm 
hearts, palm oil, cacao, and some peanuts. The bulk of the exports cross the bush 
border: fabrics, construction materials, spare parts, even entire convoys of 
automobiles and trucks, gourmet articles, and household appliances are smuggled 

to Nigeria. "Smuggled" isn't really the right word. After all, Nigeria isn't 

too concerned about putting a stop to the smuggling. First of all, the customs 
officials on the Nigerian side pick up a little extra from it, and then Yoruba 
tribespeople live on either side of the border and they don't plan to make life 
difficult for one another. Thirdly, says Nigeria's ambassador in Cotonou, Nigeria 
prefers to see a relatively prosperous neighbor on its western border instead of 

a "hotbed of revolutionaries." 


Even the progress of the budget diverges from what is expected of a socialist 
country. In 1975 current budget expenditures of 16.6 billion CFA francs allocated 
14.5 percent to the gross social product. In 1979 it was only 14 percent out of 
24.2 billion. In 1980, a mere 12 percent out of 35.2 billion. But the gross 

social product figures have to be taken with considerable salt, even if they have 
been computed by the World Bank. Still, the diminishing allocation by the state 

is evident. Benin's foreign indebtedness has soared; but still only from 9 billion 
CFA francs in 1976 to 36 billion in 1978. Benin has to use only 7-8 percent of 

its official export earnings for debt serv‘cing. Meanwhile, the neighboring country 
to the west, Togo, is struggling to finance 18 to 20 percent. 


"There's a severe shortage of money," has been the compalint in Cotonou for the 
past 3 or 4 years. State trading banks no longer provide private individuals with 
credit. The government is conserving on current expenses to keep the budget as 
balanced as possible. Whatever the administration can scrape together from the 
bank and elsewhere it partly puts into an endeavor so far not tried by any other 
administration: development of the awfully backwards north. During the sixties 
people still starvec there if the crops withered or the cattle suffered from drought. 
Today the government has started up job-creation programs, e.g., in underground 
mining, that offer northern Beninese alternative sources of income. Of course, 
Kerekou himself comes from the north. That is an important factor. 
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Before Kerekou's coup in 1972, however, the politicians--six successful coups 
d'etat, 12 different governments in 12 years--strove only for the good jobs among 
the spoils in the south where the money and the trade were. Kerekou tried imme- 
diately to bind north and south. Once Kerekou had given it a permanent government 
such binding could stabilize the nation. Naturally, his new policy of conserving 
current expenditures in favor of investment also has its dark side. There is 
restiveness in the army, his power base. Pay is too low and lags too far behind...

CADRES WARNED ON INEFFICIENCY--Before leaving on an official visit to Algeria, 
President Kerekou addressed a stern warning to cadres against inefficiency and 
"embezzlement." While calling on Benino's to respect working hours, he would not 
admit that there were economic difficulties, "If there are difficulties, they are 
due to our cadres who are not aware of their responsibilities," Some cadres were 
not “mastering management techniques" according to the president, "The management 
and supervisory committees are not functioning properly, not to mention the failure 
of the production units to hold regular board meetings..." He went on to observe: 
"If there was a journalist from a capitalist country here, he would tell you what 
has been going on in capitalist countries where there are cases of embezzlement 
every day. And this is what our cadres went to copy because they were educated 

in capitalist countries?" He said that a national commission would assess the 
performance of all production units and would punish anyone not managing their 
units correctly, Some, he warned, would "take a rest in prison" after the

[Mauritian Social Democratic Party]. A real will toward 
autonomy is being increasingly asserted on Rodrigues, the 
"Cinderella" of the regions making up Mauritian territory, 
with 32,000 inhabitants and a gross domestic product 10 times 
lower than that of Mauritius. /"This situation must cease,"/ 
insists Serge Clair, head of the OPR, who received one-third 
of the vote in the last election running against the PMSD on 
Rodrigues, and who, since then, has been consolidating his 
position. 


In the third installment of a series of interviews by our 
editor in chief, Lindsay Riviere, OPR leader Serge Clair, 
passing through Mauritius, spells out the stakes: /"It is 
not from the PMSB but the OPR that the warning will come,"/ 
he says. /"The PMSD on Rodrigues is paternalistic. The OPR 
is trying to raise consciousness in support of autonomy. 

The regime must begin to take Rodrigues seriously. And the 
same position would be adopted with respect to any MMM/PSM 
regime [Mauritian Militant Movement/Mauritius Socialist Party]. 
Mauritius,” / warns Serge Clair, /"is pushing Rodrigues toward 
independence."/ 


[Question] Serge Clair, the destiny of the isle of Rodrigues is very closely 
tied to that of the isle of Mauritius. From the isle of Rodrigues, how do 
you see the situation evolving and how do you assess this evolution? 











[Answer] In reality, we on Rodrigues always have our eyes turned toward the isle 
of Mauritius because of our political and economic dependence on Maur!tius. Now 
when we look at the isle of Mauritius from Rodrigues, we observe that Mauritius 
ig ailing and we on Rodrigues suffer the consequences, we are in fact victims of 
poor administration, of the poor planning on the isle of Mauritius. 


We on Rodrigues and in the OPR in particular thus want to see new men in leader- 
ship positions on the isle of Mauritius, men who are worthy, competent, and have 
the interest of the population at heart. 





[Question] What in your opinion is the "Mauritian malady?" 


{[Anewer}] Centralization! The present regime has no fuith in the Mauritian man. 

No one is calling on the people, which would be necessary in order to get the 
country back on its feet. Now the solution to the Mauritian malady is the de- 
centralization of authority, democratization of the government, giving to Mauritians 
and Rodriguans the right to see how their affairs are conducted, giving the private 
sector its proper role, giving everyone initiative. I have the impression that 

the government leaders want to take everything in Mauritius, in terms of power. 
Because of this, the leadership is absorbed in detail and no longer sees the 
essentials! 


Look at the way the private sector is abused. I am in favor of an efficient and 
organized private sector. On Rodrigues we do not have a big private sector: the 
state has practically everything and employs practically everyone. So what I 

see here is a situation where the state is omnipotent. I see the scandals that 
result from that. Now it is going to be the private sector that plays the most 
important role in this country's development and it is the private sector which 
is harrassed by all kinds of constratins. 


So in my view the regime must learn to give power to the people, to mobilize 
brain-power, to get everyone to make his contribution. It must learn once again 

to have faith in Mauritian intelligence, and I might add in Rodriguan intelligence, 
for one scarcely se@s as much centralization anywhere as on Rodrigues. 


I see clearly, we on Rodrigues see clearly, that Mauritius does not have faith 
in Rodriguan ability. 


To recapitulate, we must recreate dialogue, restore confidence. To do that a 
new political orientation is necessary. 


[Question] So, a change of men, of regime, of the system? 


[Answer] First of all a change of men. It is men who change regimes and systems. 
I am not greatly concerned with whether the MMM/PSM or the Alliance P. Tr./PMSD 
comes to power in the next election. What we in the OPR want, we who are allied 
with neither of these two blocs, is new men. For me, for Rodrigues to change 
there must be a change of men. We need men who have a different perception of 
life, of problems, of the economy. And I stand ready to do my part and lend my 
good will to this effort of national renewal, without any private interest or 
reservations, both in Rodrigues and Mauritius. We on Rodrigues hope there will 
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be a change tomorrow on Mauritius. Why? Rodriguansa are hoping to see the elections 
put the leadership of the country in the hands of people with fresh skills and 

new understanding. I am not saying that our present leaders are not competent, 

but they have a different view of things than we do. 


[Question] When you see Rodrigues today, the type of administration that is 
practiced today, the interest taken in it by Mauritius and you compare that to 

the colonial era, do you have the feeling that Rodrigues, like Mauritius, has 

truly bene*ited from tndependence and is today better off with Mauritius independent? 


[Answer] lhothing has changed on Rodrigues. Independence has really brought 
nothing to Rodrigues. Certainly, it has resulted in improvement of general 
infrastructure, but independence is above all access to responsibility, and in 
that respect independence has not brought any responsibility to the Rodriguan 
himself. He is still on welfare. There have been calls for an “Island Council" 
on Rodrigues since the beginning of the century, since the colonaial era. Well, 
we are still waiting! The Mauritian government still denies the Rodriguans 
right to run their own affairs. Everything has been done to stifle the 
Rodriguan personality and it is on this point that I say that tomorrow there 
must be a change /in Mauritian policy toward Rodrigues./ Otherwise the isle 

of Mauritius is going to have a new malady, for its lack of vision has created 
Diego Garcia, one must not forget this. How should we interpret this refusal 

to have faith in the Rodriguans? Several interpretations are possible. 


[Question] Rodrigues has now been represented in the Mauritian parliament for 
14 years. All the same, do you not get the impression that more attention is 
being paid to your island today, that Mauritians are more mindful of Rodrigues 
today? That Rodrigues today is percieved, more than in the past, as a nearby 
territory, a "brother?" 


[Answer] Doubtless! But who are those who represent Rodrigues? Mauritians! 
Why are they? The PMSD! Now what does the PMSD represent today? Primitive 
capitalism and paternalism! 


Everything which is done on Rodrigues by Rodriguans is undone by the PMSD which 
says that the Rodriguan is incapable. 


Now if Rodriguans had their own political parties tomorrow (note that I do not 
say ONE party but Rodriguan PARTIES), they will no longer have to depend on one 
MAURITIAN political party. And this is what I want. Then the Rodriguans would 
assume their proper responsibilities. For what do we see at present? Parties 
which come to tell us that: /"we are going to try to get so much aid for you, we 
are going to feed you."/ 


[Question] Then how do you see the integration of the isle of Rodrigues to the 
rest of the nation and the country? 


[Answer] I have always said that the isle of Rodrigues will draw nearer to the 
qsle of Mauritius when the Mauritians realize that the Rodriguans are as 

capable and as intelligent as the Mauritians. This is what vitiates relations 
between Mauritians and Rodriguans. Rodriguans remain second class citizens. Now 
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to become a firet class citizen, the Rodriguan must benefit from the same 
opportunities, the same scholarships, the same training. At that moment, and 
only at that moment, will Rodriguans accept Mauritius as a fraternal country. 


[Question] And this is not the case at present? 


[Answer] Not at all. And this is why I say that it is the OPR in spite of 
everything, that is going to rescue relations between Rodrigues and Mauritius 
tomorrow and which is going to bring justice into the relations between our two 
islands. On this point the Mauritians do not understand the OPR's orientation 

and philosophy. It is said of us that we are agitating the Rodriguans against 

the Mauritians in order to throw out the Mauritians. In reality, we want different 
relations, friendly and fair, between the two islands. 


[Question] What is the situation in the field? How is this injustice felt 
specifically? 


[Answer] It is first of all in the inequality of opportunity. Our young people 
cannot pursue advanced studies. There was a Rodriganization of the civil service 
on Rodrigues, but it has not reached beyond a certain level. Naturally Rodriguans 
are needed as /clerks/ but not as chiefs. The key positions are still occupied 
by Mauritians. Now this must vegin with education. Rodriguans have much 

am ition, but they do not have the means. 


[Question] For several years the government has been investing massively in the 
development of Rodrigues. The operating budget has quadrupled and the development 
budget has reached 50 million. Is this not a significant effort? 


[Answer] Much is being invested in infrastructure, not enough in production. 
Look at the audit report: in 1979 Rs 30 thousand was spent to terrace one acre 
of land. So there is no control. 


Considerable sums are spent on wages, but is the work productive? That is the 
real question. Everyone on Rodrigues is now doing “relief work." Rodriguans 
have been transformed into civil servants to such an extent that everyone expects 
everything from the government. Certainly, Lhe money that has been spent has 
been used to give work and sustain life, but what about production? 


Look at the figures: the per capita GNP on Rodrigues is 590, or /'®% times Less 
than on Mauritius and one of the lowest in the world./ You see r -idedness 
in the trade balance. Formerly, Rodrigues exports to Mauritius . -. ual /half/ 
the imports from Mauritius; today they represent only 2 percent of in, orts. This 
is already somewhat the case, and the PMSD reinforces this impression of people 
on the dole. One spends one's life searching for money, but one forgest to 
educate people to produce so they can earn their own money. Production has 
fallen dramatically. There are no institutions to help the Rodriguan /produce 
more./ 


Look at onion production: 720 tons in 1972, and only 120 tons today. Eleven tons 
of garlic were produced in 1972, and no more at all is being produced today. It is 
the same with beans. The Rodriguan plants only a little maize, onions, sweet 
potatoes, and manioc. Even stock-raising has fallen. There has been talk of 
drought, but Rodrigues has not suffered any drought since 1976. 
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[Question] Has "relief work" therefore been an 111 service to Rodrigues? 


[Anewer] No. It was necessary at a certain cime, but the Rodriguan work force 
has never been channelled. We have suggested the creatian of cooperative farms 
for agricultural production: no one has heard us. We have asked for workers to 
be paid by the state to work on these farms, that in addition they receive a part 
of the profits of the farms, so that they can be released at noon to go work on 
their own fielde. 


Rodrigues could become the granary of the isle of Mariutius. It could produce 
1,000 or more tons of onions, much meat, beans, but agriculture must be redirected 
with new men and new ideas, that treat the Rodriguans as producers and not only 

as consumers. Today on Rodrigues we are creating a consumer instead of a producer. 
We maintain that Rodrigues could become self-sufficient! 


[Question] Are you being forced to face the same unemployment problems the 
isle of Mauritius is experiencing? 


[Answer] Yes. We do not know the rate of unemployment but it is large. There 

are no job statistics for Rodrigues, no office of employment. Our young people 
cannot find employment. The government cannot employ all the job-seekers. This 

is why we want to create a private sector on Rodrigues to balance the octopus- 

like public sector. Small enterprises, handicrafts, are solutions; stock raising 
and fishing cooperatives are also solutions. The Development bank has an important 
role ot play there. 


[Question] Redirecting development: That assumes a certain political will and 
this leads us to political prospects for Rodrigues. You know that the opposition 
MMM/PSM would like for the OPR to join that alliance. How you react to the 
proposals of these parties? 


[Answer] Mauritian political parties make no effort to understand OPR policy. 
They always want Rodrigues to follow in the wake of Mauritius. On 20 January, 
more than 500 OPR Delegates were presented with the possibie choices of alliance 
(MMM/PSM on one hand, and P. Tr./PMSD on the other). Tltey said "no" to any 
alliance and prefer to go it alone in the elections. Why? Rodrigues cannot jump 
in a boat without knowing if the boat is sound, as well as where it is going. 

The Rodriguans do not know what is happening on Mauritius. So they cannot allow 
their destiny to be controlled by chance. On the other hand, to join one party 
or a group of parties assumes that one is obligated to take orders from the big 
Mauritian parties. Now the OPR wants Rodriguans to assume their own identity. 
Rodrigues is not Mauritius. I myself am a Rodriguan of Mauritian nationality, 

I am not a Mauritian of Mauritian nationality. I make a big distinction there. 
Whoever tries to make me think that I am a Mauritian of Mauritian nationality will 
not get me to accept that. 


Now as the Rodriguans need to assert their personality, from this point of view, 
I say that Mr Duval is partiy right when he says that Rodriguans are radically 
different from Mauritians, although the PMSD is highly paternalistic. A certain 
Rodriguan uniqueness needs to be respected. The economic realities, the life 
Style, the people: everything is different there. 





So we are preparing ourselves to fight against both blocs in the next elections. 
[Question] And if you were elected and urged to participate in the government? 


[Answer] In that case the OPR would consider what is good for Rodrigues. First 
of all the need to make up for lost time, and for that it will be necessary to 
work with the party that takes power in Mauritius. 


[Question] Whichever party it may be? 


[Answer] Whichever party it may be. But that does not mean regardless of what 
men are in the leadership positions, or without regard for the policies to be 
supported. Certainly, there would be conditions. We would consider the way the 
government would govern, and we would insist that the government have people with 
a new vision of things. 


[Question] In terms of ideology, do you have affinities with one or the other 
of the Mauritian parties? 


[Answer] No. Our ideology is a Rodriguan-style socialism defined in the context 
of the realities of our country. Naturally, we want a socialism which respects 
the great values of justice, fraternity, etc., but also one which respects 
private initiative. 


[Question] Sir Gaetan Duval has just revived a big debate by speaking again about 
Rodriguan independence. What are your views on the question? 


[Answer] Duval envisions Rodriguan independence like a great paternalist. The 
solution Duval envisions for Rodrigues is a negative solution. Duval always 
speaks about it, never about the responsibilities of the Rodriguan. He never 
speaks about the Rodriguan who is going to decide his future, but of him [sic]. 
He never mentions the necessity 01 economic recovery, of education, he never 
speaks of the ability of Rodriguans to lift up their country. Our young 
people, who want to take their responsibilities, do not want to see Duval 
heading the Rodrigues of tomorrow. 


The solution proposed by the OPR is much more realistic and positive. We propose 
educating the Rodriguans (60 percent of the population is illiterate), giving 
responsibility to the Rodriguan. Then, we will come to autonomy. A state of 
autonomy is needed. Autonomy does not mean instant independence. When I see 

the state of beggary which has gone along with Mauritian independence! i 
Independence is a process which requires constant work. It is a hope which is 
ceaselessly renewed. Now Duval cuns through that stage without stopping. At no 
time does he think the Rodriguan could be as able as he! 


The Duval soluticn is elso a threat to the stability of the Indian Ocean. It is 
a neocolonalial solutio that will give the superpowers access to the small 
countires. 


[Question] Does Autonomy appear to be a step toward independence? 
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lAnawer) I cannot know how things will develop. Does autonomy necessarily mean 
independence? Autonomous, the Rodriguansa would manage their budget and their 
affaire with technical assistance from Mauritiue. If that happened, the 
Rodriguans, within a Mauritian state, could make a contribution to Mauritius. 
For too long a time it has been considered that Rodrigues does not contribute to 
Mauritive, Bet L, personally, say that rodrigues has an important role to play 
with reapect to Mauritius in the future. 


And I go even further: if Mauritius continues to deal high-handedly with the isle 
of Rodrigues, it will be disappointed, for anything could happen on Rodrigues. In 
fact it could happen that Rodriguans would demand their independence if the value 
of Rodrigues is not recognized. The present system does not give it a chance. 

So on= sees that the isle of Mauritius could provoke Rodriguan independence by 

ite attitude. An archaic system, an obsolet administration, and then one accuses 
the Rodriguanse of being anti-Mauritian! 


When the PMSD and Duval come to Rodrigues, they unceasingly criticize Serge Clair, 
the OFPR, and everything good the Rodriguans are doing, their little cooperatives, 
their development activities, are they not anti-Rodriguan? Do we see Rodriguans 
coming to Mauritiue to criticize the Mauritians? It is a one-way street. 


But with an OPR victory on Rodrigues, Mauritius will be obliged to look at 
Rodrigues afresh. Mauritius gust pay much more attention to Rodrigues tomorrow, 
otherwise if Mauritian policy does not change, Mauritius could provoke Rodriguan 
independence. The isle of Mauritius is doing everything possible to provoke 
this independence. Duval knows that, and he is playing on it! 


[Question] So in your opinion we are at a decisive turning point in relations 
between Mauritius and Rodrigues? 


[Anewer] Yes, and the OPR is a challenge to the isle of Mauritius. It is not the 
PMSD which is a challenge, it is the OPR! For the OPR is sensitizing the Rodriguan 
people and even if tomorrow there is an MMM/PSM government in power, if that 
government continues the same policy that we have seen up to now, not giving 
recognition to the Rodriguan personality, I do not believe that the Rodriguans 

will sit with their arms folded. 


[Question] How do you conceive this autonomy in terms of decision-making 
institutions? 


[Answer] Firat of all I see this autonomy coming gradually: preparing people, 
setting up an “island council” that would supervise planning, the Rodriguan budget, 
development, a emall local assembly. That “island council" will have to have 
decision-making powers, and the power to appropriate money. I see this “island 
council” as a municipality, but on a larger scale: centralizing the assistance 
negotiated for Rodrigues by the National government. The plan must be thought out, 
and designed in Rodrigues, not at Port-Louis. 














Thie “island ceunctl" would regulate tourlam on the island, a restful tourien, 
not with the big South African or American hotels. 


The vision of Rodrigues that | hold out to Mauritians is an island of Rodrigues 
that would be /complementary/ to Mauritius, an tele of Rodrigues on which 

Mauritiue will depend for some of ita products: /a partner/ and not a /dependent. /

NPN ACCUSED OF PLANNING ONE-PARTY STATE

[Text] The National Party of Nigeria (NPN) has been accused of planning to 
install a one-party state in Nigeria. The Nigerian Peoples Party (NPP) has 
therefore alerted the nation to the danger of the “resurgence of neo-fascist 
tendencies” indulged in by the NPN and which manifested themselves in various 
forms. 


In a communique issued at the end of a one day meeting of the National Execu- 
tive Committee of the NPP last Saturday, the NPP frowned at the presidential 

order purporting to bar state governors from performing their constitutional 

responsibilities as regards the maintenance of public order in their respec- 

tive states. 


The communique also condemned the erosion of the residual powers of governors 
as provided for in the constitution and the manipulation of presidential powers 
to allocate television channels to ensure the monopoly by the NPN of access to 
information through television. 


These unconstitutional acts, according to the communique, were "manifestations 
of neo-fascism and a flagrant abuse of and disrespect for the constitution." 


The communique also examined the NPN/NPP Accord and noted "with utter disgust” 
that the NPN had proved "a perfidious and faithless contracting partner." 


The communique denied the claim by the national chairman of the NPN that the 
text of the accord as published by the leader of the NPP, Dr Nmandi Azikiwe, 
was false. 


The working committee said it was shameless and brazen for Chief Augustus Akin- 
loye to have denied the text of an instrument which he signed. 


The communique noted that the NPP had no apologies to make for releasing the 
text of the accord and said the peoples’ right to information was not negoti- 
able. 











The NPN as a party and a government, the communique continued, had implemented 
the accord more in ite breach than in ite observance, 


On the revenue allocation controversy, the NPP working committee regretted that 
Chief Akinloye had continued to make disrespectful comments on the issue aiter 
admitting that it was sub-judice. [as published] 


iis comments, the committee continued, were a manifestation of the disregard 
which the NPN had for the judiciary. 


The NEC endorsed the actions of the 12 governors on the revenue allocation 
issue and congratulated the party's governors and its members in the National 
Assembly for steadfastly abiding by the directives of the party amidst all 
"blackmail and threats" from the NPN. 


The committee also restated its support for the views of the NPP national lead- 
er, Dr Nmandi Azikiwe on the impasse in Kaduna State. 


It noted that if PRP gubernatorial election victory in Kaduna State was a mys- 
tery to Chief Akinloye, the NPN victory in both Rivers and Cross Rivers States 
was a greater mystery. 


The meeting presided over by the national chairman of the NPP, Chief Adeniran 
Ogunsanya was attended by all NPP governors, some NPP National Assembly members 
including tne Speaker of the House of Representatives, Mr Edwin Ume-Ezeoke, NPP 
federal ministers and party officials.

PARLIAMENT ACCUSED OF 'DICTATORIAL' ATTITUDE TOWARD TINKHUNDLA 
Mbabane THE TIMES OF SWAZILAND in English 25 Mar 81 pp 1,2 


[Text] Swaziland's present Parliament has been accused of adopting a dicta- 
torial attitude towards the tinkhundla through which it was established. 


This accusation was made by Senator Mabalizandla Nhlabatsi in support of his 
motion in the Se.ate during the debate of the 1981/82 Appropriation Bill. 


Senator Nhlabatsi moved that the schedule list of the Appropriation Bill of 
1981/82 be amended by the insertion of the Tinkhundla vote. 


He complained that this government was neglecting the Tinkhundla because during 
the past three years, no separate vote has been allocated to this national in- 
stitution. 


In the absence of allocations of its own, he said the Tinkhundla were unable to 
carry out their mandate from t'« aation. Senator Mhlabatsi who was supported 
by a number of his colleagues outlined the significance of the Tinkhundla which 
he said among other things returned this country to parliamentary democracy. 


He urged the Senators to encourage the nation to continue to work through the 
Tinkhundla and not allow themselves to be misled into believing that there was 
a quarrel going on in Parliament over the Tinkhundla. 


The purpose of the establishment of the Tinkhundla system, Senator Nhlabatsi 
said, was to enable the people of this country have a better say in the running 
of the affairs of the state. 


It was for this reason that he felt this Parliament was becoming dictatorial 
through its failure to provide Tinkhundla with funds. 


Supporting the motion Senator J.S. Mavimbela criticised the present Parliement 
for failing to execute the policy outlined by King Sobhuza II from the throne 
in 1979, 


Senator Mavimbela said to nim it seemed the country was drifting backward to- 
wards the colonial era. Another speaker, Senator L.T. Dlamini also expressed 
concern as to what policy the present government was following since it seemed 
to be disregarding the existence of the Tinkhundla. 
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In reply, the Minister for Finance, Mr J.L.F. Simelane, recalled that in his 
speech he had stated that at the time of the compilation of the budget the 
estimates for the Tinkhundla administration in the field had not been quantified 
in sufficient detail for inclusion in the budget. 


He, however, accused the House that when this exercise is satisfactorily com- 
pleted, he would deal with the requirement by a supplementary estimate. 


Mr Simelane assured the Senators that Tinkhundla have not been forsaken. 


A message from the Prime Minister, Prince Mabandla regarding the issue of Tink- 
hundla was delivered in the Senate by the Deputy Prime Minister, Senator Ben 
Neibandze, who also gave an assurance that he was consulting all government 
bodies concerned with the matter.

Mr Amoah was talking 
in a series of lectures on 
research in Swaziland. His 
subject was “Law and 
Populauon im Swaziland 
Project Report.’’ The 
research has still not been 
completed. The research 
aims to find ways and make 
suggestions on renewing 
and analysing the various 
laws and how they affect 
the population, how they 
affect development in the 


various fields amongst 
others 
The research is being 


conducted by the university 
in cOoperation with (he 
United Nations Fund for 
Population Activities A 
budget of E17,000 was 
submitted in November 
1978 to be administered 
jointly by UNDP and UCS. 

The actual collection of 
data started in May 1979 
Various people who are 


assisting include the 
Department of Public 
Health Services, 


Department of Prisons, 
Department of Ste.stics 
and Department of Social 
Scientes in the university. 
The research covers almost 
all aspects of life io 
Swaziland as related to law 

These included matters 
such as family planning, 
abortion, treatment of 
prisoners. industrial 
relations, marriage laws, 
land tenature etc. Marriage 
laws, family planning and 
aboruon featured = very 
prominently and tt is in 
these aspects that the debate 
was mainly centred in 
question time. 

One subject for which no 
solution could be found was

It was pointed oul that 
law reform is required in a 
number of cases in regard 
to «6omarriages. it also 
emerged (hat legisiauion in 
general cither ignores or 
discriminates agai ns| 
traditional marriages 
although the general policy 
is that they are acceptable 

The research has shown 
that in traditional marriages 
there is a tendency for 
people to get married at a 
very early stage, as carly as 
14 in the case of girls and 16 
in the case of boys. In 
common law, the age limit 
for males is 18 and 16 in the 
case of gris. This indicates 
another conflict because by 
common law, it 1s a crime to 
make love to a girl under 


It emerged that common 
law also makes provision 
for the Deputy Prime 
Minister to give special 
written permission to marry 
to couples under 21 to 
whom consent is unduly 
being withheld by = the 
parents. The research tcam 
found that parents in 
traditional communities do 
make efforts to stop young 
people having relations or 
actting married when they 
are still (oo young 


Mothers teach sex 
education to girls, 
traditional codes of 
discipline such as the 


“umewasho'’ which forbids 
girls from associating with 
males until their regiment 
has beeen released, 
restrictions at the Reed 
Dance and in the case of 
young men, = resinctions 
from involvement with girls 


until their regiment is 
released after performance 
of certain duties. 


The research team could 
not establish for certain as 
to whether polygamous 
marnages necessarily 
promote population 
growth. It was stated that 
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polygamous marriages, an 
individual woman's fertility 
is not fully exploited and 
she may have fewer children 
than if she were marred in 
a Monogamous Marriage or 
if she was not married at all 
and was free to make love 
with lovers at random. 

In regard to legislation to 
protect children and in 
regard to the adoption of 
legitimate — children — tt 
emerged that the prote tion 
and maintenance section 
seems to be up to date but 
the section in regard to 
adoption seems to be out of 
date. For example, 
amendments made as late as 
1969 did not consider cases 
of traditional adoption 

A child adopted by 
traditional law is not 
recognised in common law 
as having been legally 
adopted. The research team 
pointed out, however, that 
although there appear to 
be certain procedures of 
tradinonal adoption, they 
could not establish them 
clearly. The investigators 
found that in regard to the 
maintence of illegitimate 
children, the duty lies on 


both parents. In the case of 


a father denying paternity 
of an illegitimate child, a 
maintenance court, usually 
presided over by a 
Magistrate conducts an 
investigation. 

If it can be proved that 
the couple did have 
intercourse, then the onus 
will be upon the man to 
prove that it is not possible 
that she could have 
conceived during their 
association, failing which 
the court will rule that he is 
the father and failure to 
maintain is punishable 

However, the 
investigators found that in 


Swaziland there is no 


particular stigma attached 
'o illegitimate children. In 
the same manner, the 
district Registrar of births 
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May noi enter the name of 
anybody as a father unless 
both the mother and father 


acknowledge parenthood, 
or @ court orders such 


registrauion. 
Clauses which are 
intended to protect children 


include punishment for a 
woman who abandons or 
exposes a new born baby in 
circumstances where it may 
die of heat, cold, oF 
starvation or any act which 
may amount fo an attempt 
to avoid parenial 
Obligations. The law makes 
it a punishable offence 
whether such abandonment 
was intended to kill the 
child or not. If a case of a 
premeditated intention to 
kill is proved, she may be 
guilty of child murder 
whether the child died after 
it was independent from the 
mother's body or not 
However, lement 
sentences are passed in 
cases where the mother may 
have committed such 
offences as a result of 
confusion resulting from 
the trauma and physical 
pain during child birth. 
Usually suspended 
sentences are imposed 
Abortion was defined in 
our law as unlawful killing 
of a foetus or termination 
of pregnancy at any stage of 
the foetus development Ir 
was stated that such 
termination could be done 
by the woman intentionally 
subjecting herself to certain 
phyecal activities which 
would result in the foetus’ 
death or by taking certain 
drugs, or medicines. 
However, the law states 
that if a qualified surgeon 
in good faith conducts an 
Operation (o terminate a 
pregnancy in order to save 
the mother from a genuine 
threat to her life or good 
health, an abortion would 
be legal. The research team 
also found that in other 
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countries, such as Zambia 
and South Africa, abortion 
laws have been under 
constant review and debaic

February 24, 1981. But, by early yesterday afternoon, the Attorney General's 
Chambers had not received the summons. During his meeting with the applicant's 
attorney, the Attorney General is going to ask for the order to be lifted and 
set aside.

CUSTOMS UNION CUTS--Government revenue from the Customs Union Agreement has 
reached its climax and may remain at the level or decline, the Minister for 
Finance, Mr J.L.F. Simelane said in the Senate yesterday. This, he said was in 
accordance with the terms of the agreement of the union and not with the powers 
of the government. Member governments of the union, he said were aware of this 
trend and that a committee has been set up by these countries to review the 
agreement signed in 1969. The committee is expected to have its meeting next 
week. Mr Simelane could not commit himself as to the findings of the committee. 
In the estimates for the 1981/82 financial year £53 million has come from the 
Customs Union. This is a big drop as compared with the present financial year's 
record figure of E87 million. In 1979/80 Swaziland received E74 million from 
the Customs Union. Mr Simelane also told the Senate that the outbreak of 
cholera had contributed to the decline in revenue from tourism. He said some 
tourists who would have come to visit the country could not do so because of 
restrictions imposed to counter the spread of the disease. Mr Simelane who was 
replying to questions by Senator Mabalizandla Nhlabatsi, said the establishment 
of hotels in other countries in Southern Africa, similar to those available in 
this country have also affected the tourist industry. For instance, he said, 
tourists who would have come to this country have visited these countries be- 
cause of the same facilities there and because some of these hotels are nearer 
to the tourists from Pretoria and Johannesburg.

COTTON CO-OPS TIGHTEN UP--It looks as though this might be ‘make or break' year 
for the Cotton Co-ops. It is no secret that many farmers are extremely tardy 
about repaying loans from the Co-ops, and consequently, the Co-ops themselves 
are in debt and have serious problems in raising money, in order to buy this 
year's crop. In fact, competitors are three weeks ahead in buying. In an ef- 
fort to improve the situation and regain ‘credibility’ with the banks, this year 
the Co-op has made loans available only to those farmers with a good paying 
record and have tightened up considerably on management procedures. If, after 
these measures, the Co-ops still make a bad loss, it will have to be questioned 
whether they are fulfilling any useful function. There are seven buying points 
to which cotton farmers can take their cotton. These are at the new ginnery at 
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Matata, Matsanjeni, Hlushwana, Sandlane, Mhlathuze, Poponyane and Lugoba. The 
cotton is weighed, graded and deductions for loans made then the farmer is 
paid. A price of 52 cents has been mentioned for first grade cotton, but has 
hot yet been confirmed. This year, Swaziland Oil Seed have entered into an 
agreement with the Co-op based at River Bank (near Big Bend) to provide finance 
for administration costs and loans. Mr H. Nhlabathi is Field Manager at River 
Bank, and Mr R. Livingstone is Marketing and Credit Manager (also for S.0.S.). 
The Co-op was established in 1977, and in 1980 collected 27000 bales of cotton 
which was a quarter of the Swaziland crop. There is a staff of about twelve 
clerical and field.

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POPULATION INCREASE--Zambia's population has gone up by 40 percent since 1969, 
according to the 1980 census of population and housing preliminary results 
announced in Lusaka yesterday. According to acting director of census and sta- 
tistics, Mr Andrew Habbanti, there were 4,056,995 people in 1969, but the number 
rose to 5,490,270 last year. He said this represented an average growth rate of 
3.1 percent between 1969 and 1980. At this rate it was expected that the total 
population would double within 23 years. The number of males per thousand females 
was 962, which was slightly higher than the ratio of 960 recorded in 1969, indi- 
cating the sex ratio has continued to be favorable to females in the country. 

Mr Habbanti said at provincial level there were fluctuations with the urbanized 
provinces o1 Central, Copperbelt and Lusaka, having proportionately more males 
than females. The surplus of males in those areas could be attributed to sex 
selective migration of males to urban areas in search of jobs. The population 
distribution by provinces has been changing continuously over the 1963-80 period, 
largely because of urbanization. The total urban population (including small town- 
ships) in 1963 accounted for 20.5 percent. The share rose to 29.4 percent by 

1969 and went up to 43 percent in 1980. The population growth rate for the ten 
principal towne--Chililabombwe, Kalulushi, Kitwe, Livingstone, Luanshya, Lusaka, 
Kabwe, Chingola, Mufulira and Ndola--went down from an average annual rate of 

8.6 percent for 1963-69 period to five percent for the 1969-80 inter-censal period. 
In his preface of the preliminary report for the 1980 exercise, director of census 
and statistics, Mr Mpamfya Mulenga said that in view of President Kaunda's address 
to the nation on the importance of the exercise earlier last year, the nation 
responded favorably to the call and rendered invaluable help to the more than 
16,000 census enumerators.

Now he has risen from being a clerk to one of the most powerful positions in the 
labour movement as chairman of the newly formed Zimbabwe Congress of Trade Unions. 


Born in Wedea in 1936, he, like most African boys in the rural areas, grew up 
herding cattle and goats and attended a local upper primary school. 


Later he became a clerk in a white-owned business. 


Speaking in an interview yesterday, he said conditions of work and low wages for 
African employees in the commercial sector forced him to join the labour movement, 


"The working conditions were so horrible in the early 60s I felt duty bound to 
join other trade unionists to fight the injustice and exploitation by commercial 
employers. ‘e felt something had to be done to improve the workers’ lot," 


Mr Makwariaba, who is also general secretary of the Commercial Workers Union, 
said he and othe: employees worked hard to organise the union, now regarded as 
one of the stror est in the country. 


"In the past it as very difficult to organise an effective trade union in this 
country because e former regimes regarded African-led labour organisations as 
subversive. 


"The successive regimes before majority rule could arrest or detain you for 
organising a union, They regarded African trade unionists as politically 
inspired and subversive." 


The workers, also, “just did not understand the importance of a union. But as 
time vent on, they began to see the light." 
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lie said he was “extremely pleased" that most of the black workers are joining 
unions. “Our efforte are now being rewarded,"

NKOMO HOPES FOR ZAPU+ZANU (PF) MERGER

(Text) Given enough goodwill ZANU(PF) and the Patriotic Front can become a single 
political organisation, the PF leader, Dr Joshua Nkomo, said yesterday, 


But recent incidents of fighting involving ZIPRA and ZANIA forces and the divisions 
based on hatred and tribalism did not seem to augur well for a merger, he said. 


Dr Nkomo, interviewed in Salisbury, said political divisions in Africa were 
generally caused not so much by differences in ideology as by personality cults 
among leaders involved, 


"Unfortunately in our case," he added, “one observes these days some tribal 
trends...which can be stamped out if all of us try to speak a language that 
makes our people realise that two parties don't mean two different peoples. 


"There are still some people who teach their children to hate others who don't 
belong to their party. This is a very unfortynate and dangerous thing. It goes 
on now, although some politicians will deny it exists," 


Dr Nkomo said it was essential that political leaders cultivated a sense of 
oneness and taught people that political differences should not affect their 
personal relationships. 


Asked about a recent suggestion by the Minister of Local Government, Mr Eddison 
Zvobgo, who expressed the hope that it might “in the long term" become possible 
for the PF and ZANU(PF) to unite to form one organisation, the PF leader said: 





"One hopes this could be possible, depending on the goodwill on both parties. 
But there have recently been some unfortunate incidents involving ZIPRA and 
ZANLA. 





"There have been quite a few killings which do exacerbate the feelings of people. 
But, on the whole, one hopes that one day we may be able to learn to live 
together," 
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Saying there was a “sign of hope" in the manner in which members of the national 
army were now conducting themselves he added; ‘One sees now a sign of more and 
more coming together, You don't notice which members are the former ZIPRA or 


"This can help ease feelings among political parties that sponsored the two groups 
to learn to resolve their problems and work together," 


Of his relationship with the Prime Minister, Mr Mugabe, he said: "I think we are 
working very well together, don't you think so?" 


In answer to a question, Dr Nkomo, who is also Minister without Portfolio, said 
Zimbabwe's main achievement during its first year of independence had been the 
creation of co-operation between ZANU (PF) and the PF to ensure a smooth running 
of the State machinery. 


The two partiee had shown their ability to "work and hold together"+-a situation 
which had promoted relative stability in the country despite forecasts of doom 
by outsiders, 


He said he believed that the creation and fostering of oneness among all Zimbab- 
weans still remained the country's biggest challenge--a challenge that should be 
carried on into the second year of Zimbabwe's independence, 


The Minister disclosed that his party had tentatively scheduled its congress-- 
where the national executive is elected--for between July 31 and August.

Mr David Chimusoro, general secretary of the 4 000-strong General Engineering and 
Metal Workers’ Union, said such a centre was needed urgently because of the 
critical shortage of skilled manpower, 


Mr Chimusoro, who returned at the weekend from a study tour of Europe, said 
Zimbabwe must not become dependent on skilled expatriates as other African 
countries had, 


He said: “These people are not interested in the economic development of our 
people. They are interested in filling their pockets and then leaving. It is 
better to train our own people, irrespective of race." 


The shortage of skilled people would worsen in a few years if moves were not 
taken now. 


He urged employers in commerce and industry rapidly to promote qualified blacks. 
Mr Chimusoro appealed to white workers in the engineering industry to join his 
union and demonstrate their willingness to work with blacks for the development 
of the country. 

"We are going to hammer out one industrial council for the engineering industry 
which will cover the entire work force and we feel that whites gust join us now 
and build a stronger union." 


A considerable number of whites had already indicated their willingness to join, 
he added,

[text] Two economic reviews produced this week by Zimbabwe banks are forecasting 
a troubled time ahead for all aspects of the economy, Output of all sectors will 
fall, prices will rise and currency will be harder to come by. 


Rhobank and R.A.L. Merchant Bank say shortages of manufactured goods will occur, 
mining will suffer through bottlenecks, inflation will rise and transport problems 
will persist, 


Rhobank says that the pre-planting price for maize is being reviewed and it will 
probably be reduced next year while that for wheat will be increased. Total 


wheat production this year is 160 000 tonnes compared with consumption of 240 000 
tonnes, 


On foreign trade, the commercial bank says: “With world commodity prices depressed 
the terms of trade seem likely to weaken and the visible balance to deteriorate 
further in 1981, 


"Increasing exports of manufactured goods is bedevilled by inadequate productive 
capacity--which requires unavailable foreign exchange to raise--and a booming 
home market. Raising mineral exports will take time and money, 


"But a substantial exportable agricultural surplus seems virtually assured, 
Transport and port limitations will make its movement difficult, It is essential 
that the logistical problems are overcome if the balance of payments position is 
not to become even more strained, the foreign reserves further depleted and import 
allocations severely curtailed," 


Both banks agree that the bank rate rise will not dampen inflation or consumer 
spending. Says R.A.L.: "Government borrowings will continue to cause high money 
supply growth unaffected by increases in interest rates," 


Rhobank is even more definite. It says that the Government's main aim of restric- 
ting spending may be lost because of a greater rise in public sector borrowing. 
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"In such ciroumetances significantly moderating inflationary pressures depends 
essentially upon reducing not increasing, public sector borrowing and by infer- 
ence the substantial budget deficit, 


"Granted, this would be politically unpopular--and certainly difficult to achteve, 
Nevertheless, to believe that inflation can be treated by any other means is no 
less than wishful thinking." 

The merchant bank says trade with neighbouring black states will probably increase 


this year while trade with the rest of the world will be affected by rail and port 
restrictions in South Africa and Mozambique.

(text) The Prime Minister, Mr Mugabe, yesterday pledged to keep food prices down 
by means of Government subsidies, 


It was the duty and responsibility of the Government, he said, to see that people

At a televised news conference in Salisbury, Mr Mugabe told a questioner: "It 
is vitally necessary that we do not raise the cost of living of the people in the 
country. 


"We are concerned with the rising costs and with the ability of the ordinary man 
to acquire the essentials he needs to keep body and soul together," 


Now, when salaries were generally low, it was “vitally necessary" that the 
Government continued to maintain food subsidies, 


He could not predict what would happen when the wage gap had been reduced, but 
said: "One cannot argue for the removal of subsidies at this stage when the 
great bulk of the people have wages and incomes which are below subsistence level," 


In a preface to the Press conference, Mr Mugabe said the Government was satisfied 
with the turn of events at the donors conference which ended on Friday. 


"My Government is overwhelmed by the responses that we have received from repre- 
sentatives of countries and organisations which attended our conference." 





The Government was expecting more aid from socialist countries, some of which 
had said they were willing to enter into bilateral discussions about assistance 
to Zimbabwe. 


Delegation 


The Prime Minister said "substantial assistance" could be expected from the 
Soviet Union which would soon send a delegation to Zimbabwe.

He pointed out that the assistance given to Zimbabwe came as a result of the 
Government's democratic policy that sought to unite the people on the basis of 
the Constitution, which upheld civil liberties and recognised that there was 
“unity in diversity." 


The assistance had also come about because of the country's non-aligned stance 
in international relations. "This is the policy that we would want to continue 


to pursue, We believe it is realistic, it works and it promotes the general 
welfare of our people," 


Replying to questions, the Prime Minister ‘\emisses suggestions that Zimbabwe had 
taken aid needed much more by other African countries, 


"We have taken aid which is more needed in Zimbabwe. We have not taken aid 
which is needed elsewhere," 


Zimbabwe regarded the aid pledged as its entitlement from the international

The assistance was going to benefit Southern Africa and the continent as a whole,

(Text) The concept of co-operative farming has firmly taken root in Wedza where 
the people, through their own initiative, have formed 53 co-operatives, 


About 700 people are members of these socialist bodies which were highly commended 
by President Banana during his recent visit there, 


The agricultural and co-operative co-ordinator for Wedza, Mr Columbus Chadya, told 
of the enthusiasm among the people for the co-operative idea, 


There were at least two co-operatives in each village in the area, each with 
between 10 to 15 members. 


The result of their united efforts is a huge maize crop harvest running into 
thousands of bags. 


Although he could not give overall figures, Mr Chadya said the average yield was 
50 bags per ha and that of each piece of 162 ha which had been fertilised, the 
expected harvest was between 9 000 and 10 000 bags. 


Various agricultural organisations, including a fertiliser company, have been 
impressed by the Wedza co-operatives and offered assistance, said Mr Chadya, 


Discussions have been going on with the Deputy Minister of Lands, Resettlement 
and Rural Development, Mr Moven Mahachi, who accompanied the President on the 
tour. 


Mr Mahachi promised that their request was being studied. 


Meanwhile, about 145 families are being resettled at Rundu village about 26 km 
from Wedra, 


Mr Albert Dzevukamanja, a resettlement officer, said the families had been provided 
with the basic tools, seed, fertil ser and other forms of assistance to start them 
off. 
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They are being resettled on an individual plot basis and each family had been 
given 2 on Which to build their homes and 5 ha of arable land for farming.

Dam, 


Mr Humphrey said getting the land ready for occupation was hampered by the 
prolonged rains, but he hoped that a spell of dry weather would speed up the 
work. 


"We have a planning and conservation team there right now and work should really 
be underway by mid-April," he said, 


Mr Humphrey said air photography plans had been completed, 
Twenty-three villages, four primary schools, clinics and health centres are 


planned for this scheme, which will have its own administrative and business 
centre, 
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Various Government agencies are presently working flat out to provide water, 
repair roads and generally get the echeme ready for occupation, 


It is hoped that the job of settling people on the land will be completed by 
July. 


Settlers will be selected from Nyajena and the neighbouring Chibi districts,

PLAN TO LEND MILLIONS TO SMALL-SCALE FARMERS PROPOSED

(text) A plan to lend $143 million to more than 10 000 small-scale farmers over 
the next five years was put to the Government yesterday, 


The plan was drawn up by the Whitsun Foundation in conjunction with the Agricul- 
tural Finance Corporation and a firm of consultants. 


It was presented to the Minister of Agriculture, Senator Denis Norman, at a 
luncheon in Salisbury yesterday by Mr Sid Hayes, chairman of TA Holdings Ltd., 
one of the foundation's leading sponsors, 


He also presented a report on afforestation to the Minister of Natural Resources 
and Water Development, Senator Joseph Msika, 


The plan for the peasant sector “envisages the on-lending, by the AFC, of some 
$143 million to more than 70 000 small-scale farmers over the five years 1980 to 
1985," 


"We understand the project document is already being used by the Government in 
its planning and will enable external aid agencies to formate agricultural 
credit plans,” said Mr Hayes, 


In accepting the three-volume study, Senator Norman commented: "The peasant 
sector holds the key to the future and we have to reach 60 000 cultivators. I 
give you my assurance that we will implement the plan as far as is humanly 
possible,” 


Turning to the afforestation study, Mr Hayes said that the need for fuel and 
building materials had led to a critical shortage of wood and areas of barren 
land, 


The situation could only worsen “unless urgent measures are taken to reverse the 
present trends and to alleviate future shortages," 


"In collaboration with the Forestry Commission and Devag, the foundation has 
completed a study which brings together all available information on the timber 
resources of Zimbabwe and develops a project as the first stage in a national 
programme to deal with the shortage of wood in the trust lands." 
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The proposed five-year plan included an awareness campaign, establishing exotic 
tree plantations, training programmes, setting up 150 nurseries and woodlots and 
the provision of specialist extension services, 


Senator Meika stressed that the demand for fuelwood and poles in rural areas was 
making serious inroads into the indigenous forest cover. 


"There is a grave threat to conservation, and the shortage of timber in many areas 
is causing extreme distress to our people," 


Thanking the foundation for making advance copies of the report available at 
Zimecord, Senator Msika added; "There was a lot of interest from several delega- 
tions and, although we are still summarising the total results of the conference, 
it appears that we can expect assistance to proceed with a programme to re-

The West Africans, who come from the French-speaking states, had brought into 
Zimbabwe counterfeit American dollars and travellers cheques worth a "fair 
quantity" of money, They had also schemed to smuggle out gems and gold, 


The spokesman said police were advised shortly after independence that there were 
organised syndicates of criminals from West Africa who would probably try to 
infiltrate Zimbabwe. 


About the middle of last year police became aware of the arrival of people from 
West Africa, 


"We confirmed that these people were lying low and infiltrating the local criminal 
scene, They became involved in circulating counterfeit money and smuggling out 
gems and gold," said the spokesman. 


"At the same time Government was also picking up information about the presence 
of these people and since then we have been and still are taking steps to ensure 
that their stay here is not an indeterminate one, 
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Prosecution 


"We are told that there are organised crime syndicates in countries to the north 
and if these people were given enough time to organise themselves we could have 
thie problem, too, 


"We heve had an odd prosecution but we have been nipping a lot of it in the bud, 


"As their permite have expired and they have left, we have taken steps to ensure 
that they are prevented from returning," 


The spokesman said some of the counterfeit money had found ite way into banke and

(Text) The world wants Zimbabwe's coal! 


The nation has a staggering 24 billion tonnes--enough to last well into the next 
century and possibly beyond, 


The demand for coal is expected to rocket over the next few years as Europe and 
Japan switch from oil-fired to coal power stations, 


Wankie, the only working mine in the country, is selling coal for $9-$12 a tonne 
at the pithead, 


But the cost is tipped to go up with demand, 


Zimbabwe is well blessed with coal, even though not all 24 billion tonnes can 
be mined profitably. 


Wankie digs 2 and 1/2 million tonnes a year--and this is to rise to seven million 
when the new power station opens, 


Fields are best around Wankie and up the remote Lake Kariba shoreline. 


But there are also big deposits in the Lowveld, particularly around Beitbridge 
and Chiredzi, 


Several firms have spent hundreds of thousands of dollars on prospecting and are 
all eager to open up Zimbabwe's second mine. 


Rio Tinto has applied to the Ministry of Mines te work Sencol in Siabuwa, one of 
the most isolated spots in the country, 


The 20km* field is believed to hold 200 million tonnes of open-cast coal on either 
side of a gorge. 


"We believe it's the best quality, apart from Wankie," said John Hollaway, Rio 
Tinco manager of coal projects. 





The backwardness of Siabuwa means that even if Ministry permission is given the 
mseive mine couldn't open for at least a couple of years, 


And it would not hit the top gear of production for another two years after that, 


But that would fic in snugly with the industrialised world's demand for coal which 
Le expected to really take off from 1985, 


"A whole new town would have to be built around the mine--a community would be 
born in the middle of nowhere," said Mr Hollaway, 


A 260 km road and railway track would be run from Sencol through Gokwe to Gatoom, 
There would also have to be a power supply and dam, 


The Batonga chiefs and their advisers in Siabuwa have been told of the company's 
hopes. 


And they are in favour of the mine opening--they see it as a way to help their 
people out of the mire of poverty and chronic underdevelopment, 


Several hundred local people would be employed at the pit. 


"This would inject much-needed cash into the economy of the area," said Binga- 
based missionary Dr Kenny Messman, 


Other mines could open up at the country's 24 known fields, 


And if the export market takes off as predicted, Zimbabwe could earn millions in 
vital foreign exchange. 


"T'm eure there won't be any shortage of customers,” said Mr Hollaway,

(Text] The embargo on the sale of nitrogenous fertilisers will be lifted from 
tomorrow, a spokesman for the Ministry of Trade and Commerce announced yesterday, 


The embargo on sales of ammonium nitrate, urea and compounds X, J and T, came 
into force on March 2 and was imposed to allow a full appraisal of Zimbabwe's 
nitrogen situation for the 1981/82 fertiliser season, 





The spokesman said the tonnage of nitrogen fer ‘liser used in the 1980/81 season 
was the highest for any season to date, Local production had to be supplemented 
by the importation of nitrogen in the form of urea, 


"For the 1981/82 season it will be necessary again to import urea, Demands from 
all sectors on our foreign exchange resources have never been greater than at 
present and, bearing in mind other priority needs, as much foreign exchange as 
possible has been allocated for the importation of urea in 1981," 


However, the overall supply position of nitrogen would not allow completely 
unrestricted access to nitrogenous fertiliser in the 1981/82 season as this could 
result in some farmers not getting their basic minigum requirements, 


The spokesman said: "In the overall interests of the farming sector, nitrogenous 
fertilisers for the 1981/82 season will be made available individually to customers 
by RFC and Windmill up to a maximum of the quantity of nitrogen supplied to those 
customers in the 1980/81 season. 


“Customers will only be able to get 50 percent of their straight nitrogenous 
fertiliser in the form of ammonium nitrate and the balance will be supplied as 
urea with despatch priority being given for winter crop requirements," 


It was appreciated that there would be cases, relating essentially to the entry 
of new farmers into the agricultural sector and an increase in wheat and sugar 
production, which would warrant a departure from supplies based on last season's 
use.
